Ribbon cutting ceremonies are to be held at 1 pm Sunday for 
the new Youth Ice Arena, off Upton Court, in North Wilmington. 
1 pm will also mark the beginning of Get Acquainted Session, to 
introduce the ice to the people of Wilmington. 

Hundreds of Wilmington youngsters, and more than a few adults 
will neéd no introduction to-the new skating rink. They havi 
already used it, several hundred at a time, and the rink has 
been a very busy place, twenty-four hours a day, since last 


Sunday. 


The building is 250 feet long, and 110 feet wide, and houses a 
rink that is two feet longer than that of the Boston Garden. In- 
stallation costs are estimated at $650,000. 
for 350 people, but the bleachers are not yet installed, and 
probably will not be for another month. 

There are four locker rooms, all over-size, and all equipped 
with wall-to-wall double matting. The rink is being operated by 
a staff of a dozen persons, and one of the sights is the new 
$12,000 Zamboni Ice Truck, which can clear the ice and make 
new ice in ten minutes. 


Lloyd Crocker, who is the owner 
of the Route 125 Park. and the man 
who caused the new rink to be 
built, is the treasurer of the Croc- 
ker Company. Inc. of Burlington, 
a metal fabricating firm. 

Ten years ago Mr. Crocker 
started in Youth Hockey, as a 
coach and instructor to the Bel- 
mont Hill Youth Hockey Program. 
It was. to him, an enjoyable pass- 
time. and now ten years later. he 
has a rink in North Wilmington 
which is dedicated to Youth. 

Even the name of the rink - it 
could have been called ‘the Wil- 
mington Rink" shows the dedica- 
tion of Lloyd Crocker to youth, 

In the intervening ten years. 
from the time he started with the 
Belmont Hill program, he was an 
instructor at the Cooney Weiland 
Hockey Club, and spent six years 
at the Boston Skating Club as an 
instructor at the Paul Revere 
Hockey Clinic. 

He became an incorporator of

Is Frank Sargent going 
nationwide? 

Publicly and privately, the 
governor has discouraged such 
speculation. But there is more than 
alittle evidence around that at least 
some members of his staff and 1970 
political organization may have a 
touch of Potomac fever. 

No one recalls with more 
poignancy than Sargent does the 
disastrous effect upon the affairs of 
the Commonwealth caused by John

President in 1968, and earlier. Any 
suggestion that the governor has 
ambitions to go to Washington is 
bound to diminish his influence on 
Beacon Hill. 

But continued fund-raising 
activity at Sargent parties around 
the state, maintenance of member- 
ship in the select Governor’s Club 
and the emergence of Sargent posi- 
tions on major national issues are 
feeding strong suspicions in and out 
of Republican ranks that something
